LIFE IN AWAIT 


Allan Barr has just received a 


most interesting letter from Kenneth 
Hanson, who is located at Lihue, 
Kauai, Hawaii, and _ believing the 
letter of general interest The News 
asked the privilege of presenting the 
letter to its readers: 

Dear Allan,—There is so much to 
describe and tell about these islands 
that it is hard to pick out a place 
to start in. This island of Kauai 
is like a big garden. It is only 
thirty miles wide, but has mountain 
ranges, rivers, waterfalls a thousand 
or so feet high, and miles of plan- 
tations of sugar cane and pineap- 
ples from the hills to the ocean. 
There are five large sugar mills on 
the island and three pineapple can- 
neries. The plantations vary in size 
from 2,000 acres up to about 6,000 
or 7,000 acres of planted cane. Each 
plantation owns miles of the hills 
and mountains for their water sup- 
ply, as they irrigate nearly all of 
the cane lands. The pineapples are 
not irrigated, therefore are higher 
up and on the rougher ground. 

There is only one road around the 
island. In several places roads g0 
up into the hills, but all the traffic 
on the place is on the main road. 
This road does not go all the way 
around the island owing to ten miles 
of perpendicular cliffs several thou- 
sand feet high, called the “Pali.” So 
when you get to the end of the road 
going one way you have to turn 
around and go back on the same 
road. The drive around the island 
is beautiful, about like the road 
around the Carmel and Monterey dis- 
trict, only more green trees and 
blue ocean. 

The towns of the island are all 
on the order of Cucamonga’s China- 
town street. They have one good 
building, the plantation store, three 
of them have banks and these three 
towns are about as large as Cuca- 
monga or Etiwanda. You can drive 
through them and think you are in 

_ Japan or Chinas ag all the inhabi- 
tants aré Japanese or Chinese, There 
are ‘dozens of “plantation camps” 
our Mexican town all over the is- 
land. “These are full of Philipinos, 
Japanese, Porto Ricans and. Portu- 
guese. Bach plantation*employs over 
a thousand men, some of them two 
thousand. They pay them 2 dollar 
a day, nine hours, plus a house to 
live in and their wood. Then they 
get free medical attention as each 
plantation has its own hospital. In 
addition they get a “turn-out bonus,” 
sc much extra if they show up to 
work 25 days a month; then they 
get a “sugar bonus,” which varies 
with the price of sugar. If the price 
is over six cents a pound unrefin- 
ed they get a percentage bonus 
which goes up when sugar goes up. 
In the time of the war everybody 
got rich. This sugar bonus applies 
to the office force of each planta- 
tion and they are the gentlemen who 
draw the salaries when sugar goes 
up. The managers all get from five 
to ten thousand a year regular’ sal- 
ary, depending on the size of the 








plantation, and also how long they 
have been here. Nearly all of them 
ere old-timers and they have been 


brought up in the sugar business and 
know all there is to know about it. 

The town of Lihue is the main 
town of the island. It consists of 
a large department store and lum- 
ber yard, a postoffice and bank, a 
restaurant and picture. show, and 
two other buildings. There is not 
much life, but yet there is always 
something to do. People are very 
hospitable over here and there is 
always somewhere to go. The swim-

as the water is very warm all the 
time. I have been going in about 
once a week, The teachers go in: 
every day or so, All the teachers 
of the different schools live in cot- 
tages near the schools 
like a small campus. They are al- 
ways ready to go swimming, or to 
be on the go as they are mostly 
made up of the species women and 
there are not many men to take 
them around places. Therefore if 
you have time, inclination and energy 
yeu can enjoy life, as it doesn’t 
take a lot of money to keep them 
going, as there are no places to 
spend it on this island. Everybody 
saves up to go to Honolulu, as 
there is no difficulty in. the spend- 
ing line there.

Validity of zoning jaws of Upland

California Supreme Court, now re- 
viewing an appeal by the City of 
Berkeley, where a court verdict held 
its zoning ordinance unconstitutional. 

Upland’s zoning ordinance  pro-

Ordinance is Struck Blow 

In a decision Judge Warmer held 
municipalities had power only to en- 
force their police powers—laws gov- 
erning public peace, health and 
safety. By this -verdict the effect- 
iveness of San Sernardino’s  ordi- 
nance regulating the erection of 
business houses within the residen- 
tial district was struck a_ severe 
blow, it requiring that the city prove 
a business was a public nuisance be- 
fore. the operation of the business 
and erection of buildings could be 
restricted. 

The decision was made in case of 
Harry Stahl, who, ‘denied a building 
permit by the City Council to erect 
a grocery store at Highland and 
Arrowhead Avenues, appealed to the 
courts, where a writ of mandamus 
was issued, forcing Building Inspect- 
or Henry -F. Wegnori to grant the 
permit for the building. 


Under the same decision, Judge 
Warmer a week later denied the 
Shell Oil Company's petition for a 
writ of mandamus in its proposed 
erection of a service station at 


Ninth and E Streets, the furist hold- 
ing the fumes of oil and gasoline 
were obnoxious to residents and that 
the service station was a public 
nuisance.

IN HOBO CAMP” 


Evidently killed in a fight in 
‘‘Hobo Camp’’ west of Upland, 
the body of a man believed to 
be that of A, D. MeCalester, a 
tramp, was found Thursday morn- 
ing about 10 o’clock lying under 
a live oak tree. 

The man had been killed, said 
Dr. F. H. Geer, city health officer, 
of Claremont, who was called to 
the case by O. H. Duvall to whom 
two tramps reported the find 
11 o'clock, presumably by slashes 
and stabs from a knife. 

There were cuts about the neck 
and face and on the elothing of 
the man. He had probably been 
dead nearly twenty-four hours. 

The identification is yet uncer- 
tain, the name being found on a 
slip of paper. The man was evi- 
dently a tramp, was one legged 
and seemed to have no money in 
his possession since his purse was 
found unopened, 

Whether he had had another 
purse which contained money 
which led to the murder for bur- 
glary is not known, 

That MeCalester might have 
been killed sometime after he

Be- 
cause of the unusual frost which the 
California orchards suffered last Jan- 
uary this season's crop. fell short of 
that of the ‘preceding ‘year, ‘the ‘re. 
port states, 

Of the 113,000 carloads of oranges, 
esrapefruit and lemons consumed last 
year in this country, 59,707 Garloads 
were shipped from California, The

NATL EDUCATIONAL 
WEEK SHOULD 
MAKE US THINK 


The President of the United States, pgycation 


has set apart next week as “Na- 
tional Education Week.” 
in consideration of our great edu- 
cation system to ask just what we 
can reasonably expect of our schools. 
We should view this matter from 
the standpoint of a parent, a pupil 
in the schools, a taxpayer and an 
American citizen. 

As parents, we should expect the 
schools to give our children the 
tools of knowledge; the ability to 
read intelligently; to write so that’ 
the writing can be easily read; to 
perform the fundamental operations 
of adding, subtracting, multiplying, 
and dividing in arithmetic; to use 
the hand, the ear, the eye in ac- 
quiring information; to understand, 
somewhat, the human body and to 
take care of it; to love our homes 
and our country with an unquestion- 
ed loyalty—these are some of the 
things that I believe the schools are 
doing, just as well as we can ex- 
pect them to do. The high schools 
take the children at thirteen, four- 
teen or fifteen and have them from 
two to four years. These years are 
the most critical in the lives of the 
young people. The high school must 
build on the foundation already es- 
tablished and help the children ac- 
auire still better the tools of knowl- 
edge; it must give them some voca- 
tional outlook, so that when the 
high school years are completed the 
young people know pretty well where 
they are headed, what occupation 
they will go into. If the student 
goes from the high school into occu- 
pational life, he must have received 
some training that will give him a 
better earning power; if he goes 
on with his life preparation into 
college or technical school he must 
have had foundational work that will 
make it possible for him to go on 
with his education in the higher in- 
stitutions. The parent has right 
to expect these things and more. 
The school should work with the 
home in all cases. But there are 
certain things that cannot be ex- 
pected of the school. It cannot do 
everything for a given child. The 
school has the child for four, five or 
six hours a day for 180 days. The 
parent has the child for eighteen to 
twenty hours per day for the same 
length of time and every hour for 
185 days. The morality of the child 
or his immorality depends so much 
more on the parents and on the 
home than on the school that the 
school should not be held account- 
able for lapses in moral conduct of 
its pupils. Moreover, the school can- 
|not be regarded as a_ reformatory 
for any; the school must concern 
itself with morality every day, and 
its stand is for the highest type of

The pupils have a right to expect 
and receive certain things. They 
must have every opportunity to 
learn anything and everything that 
the schools teach. They must have 
attention by teachers; they must 
have books and supplies necessary 
for learning; they must have time 
to study and time to recite. They 
must have a chance to learn how to 
do and what to do. They must get 
the foundational subjects for the 
university. They must get other 
subjects that will help them all 
through life. They must learn about 
our country, its laws, its constitu- 
tion, the requirements of good cit- 
izenship, and the obligations of Amer- 
ican citizenship. 

The taxpayers have a right to de- 
mand that school money be wisely 
spent and that school property be 
taken care of. They have a right 
to expect that the pupils that go out 
from the schools should prove an 
investment in good citizenship. They 
have a further right to expect that 
the pupils be trained at the lowest 
possible expense to the public. 

The American citizen has a right 
to expect the United States to be- 
come a better and a greater nation 
as the years come and go, for never 
before has general education been 
so widespread. A great writer has 
said that “Knowledge is a kind of 
light, and it is the illumined that 
make their way up the social scale. 
Moreover, ignorance is darkness in 
which thrive the fungi of supersti- 
tion, falsehood and prejudice which 
wither in the sun.” The American 
citizen has a right to expect that 
the schools’ increase knowledge 
throughout our country and that they 
remove ignorance.
